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THE NEW SENATE, 

The Senate of the Sixty-first Congress has died, 
leaving behind it a record of perfidy and misrep- 
resentation which will not soon be forgotten. To 
the last it was loyal in its refusal to heed public 
sentiment. To the end it sturdily looked after 
the interests of privilege and organized extortion. 
It faltered.in its course only when it- was neces- 
sary to surrender one privilege to maintain an- 
other, It passed the tariff commission bill that 
‘it might keep Lorimer and with Lorimer it 
crowned its career by indorsing bribery as an 
approved method of gaining entrance into its 


4 membership. 


From the Senate of the Sixty-second Congress, 
as a result ofthe policies of the Sixty-first, will 
be absent the conspicuous leaders who: built up 
the disreputable record: Nelson W. Aldrich will 
not be there to guard the interests of the Rubber 
Trust. Hale, keeper of the sanctuary of extor- 
tionate protection, will give way to a Democrat. 
Such high priests of privilege as Depew, Dick, 
Burrows, Kean, Scott and Warner will return to 
well-earned private life. Their successors cannot 
be worse. In most instances they are conspicu- 
ously’ better. 

The new Senate may profit greatly by study ing 
the sins of the old and their consequences. By 
analyzing recent election returns it can gain a 
knowledge of public sentiment, which can be am- 
plified by studying the temper of individual con- 
stituencies. It will easily learn that extortionate 
tariffs’ are unpopular; that the overwhelming 
demand is that the necessaries of life be im- 
mediately untaxed; that the whole tariff be 
radically lowered; that the lowering be done in 
the interests of the general public only, and that 
those who profit by the restriction of trade be de- 
prived of all influence in the framing of laws. 

The people are tired of having the Rubber 
Trust fix the duty on rubber, the Glass Trust fix 
the duty on glass, the Bumber Trust fix the duty 
on lumber yor any trust fix the duty on the prod- 
ucts in which it is specially interested. They 
are tired of being plundered by privilege and 
ruled by money. They are tired of having the 
“greatest deliberative assemblage in the world” 
controlled by greed and responsive only to the 
demands of extortion. They want lower taxes, 
lower cost of living, reciprocity with Canada and 
all other nations. They want less obstruction to 
the natural laws of trade. They want the revenue 
the tariff produces to go into the national treas- 
ury, not into the pockets of the trusts. They 
want the consumer’s condition considered, his 
rights regarded and his burdens lightened. They 
want a Senate to which they can look with con- 
fidence for the protection of common rights and 
whose decisions they can regard with the re- 
spect due the conclusions of honest men, actuated 
by honest motives and a desire for the common 
welfare. 

For these things the people voted last Novem- 
ber. For them they will vote again and again, 
unti] they get them. The new Senate can hasten 
their consummation or it can cause delay; it can- 
not prevent their realization. j 
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If President Taft is a Democrat, as the Globe- 
Democrat insists, reform has not been working 
overtime in vain. 
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VULGARIZING ART. 

A new instance of the  over-rich bidding 
against the over-rich is the purchase by H. C. 
Frick of the Velasquez portrait of Philip IV 
for $500,000. The only justification for the price 
was that Mr. Frick was able to pay it. No 
painting is worth such a sum. No living artist 
ever received such a price for a picture. Cer- 
tainly Velasquez did not. His richest reward 
was an allowance of 3000 ducats—about $7000 
—a year when he was highest in royal favor. 

But Velasquez paintings are not in. the mar- 
ket. They,-are scarce as well as high. But 
if they have become priceless it is not so much 
that they are examples of perfect art as be- 
cause they are curios whose possession lends 
Contemporary art 
as perfect might win rich rewards, but the price 
for a single picture would never be a fortune, 

Excessive wealth, and particularly excessive 
American wealth, has been a demoralizing in- 
fluence im the art world. It has stripped Eu- 
rope of treasures, many of which Jost half their 
value when taken out of their native setting. 
It -has fostered counterfeiting, trickery and 
fraud, established fictitious values and vulgarized 
itself. The price of this Velasquez devoted to 
living ard practical art would have- been really 
creditable. 

Better uses can be found for wealth than buy- 
ing only what is rare, while new talent goes 
begging and ambition starves in an attic. What 
greater tragedy than .Robert surns manuscripts 
selling for thousands, when Burns himself died 
in penury with only the satisfaction that he had 
lived bot discharge his debts! 
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When a political party splits over the division 
of the spoils another party may get through the 
preach. This is an old adage made over. 
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A PENNSYLVANIA CONFESSION. 
As a Pennsylvania millionaire, Mr, Joseph Fels 
of Philadelphia is summary in his methods. He 
has attempted to decide all questions of how he 
got his million by the bald statement that he 
stole it systematically in a way which Pennsyl- 
vania regards as proper because it pays. 

This sums up the charges Mr. Fels brings 
against himself as a maker of protected Pennsyl- 
vania soap. But he has not supplied evidence to 
convict. If he took advantage of the Pennsyl- 





‘yania idea in the tariff laws, then he may easily 


convict himself on evidence he ought to make 
public. The Pennsylvania idea gave him a chance 
to subtract about 20 cents on the dollar in the 
value of soup as political graft. If in spite of 
this he put'a dollar of value into every dollar of

Whatever success the exercise of his 
pronounced talents as a lawyer may bring, by his 
contemporaries he will be numbered with the 
good men who have found that the evil associa- 
tions enc6untered in the Senate corrupt good 
manners and good intentions. 
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OPPORTUNITY FOR EFFICIENCY. 
Remarkable results are being reported. from 
systematic experiments intended to give the 
“average man” his full reward in a way that will 
allow the “efficient man” his opportunity. Ina 
report published: this year, covering three years 
of this experimental system on a St. Louis South- 
western railroad, it is said that during this period 
$5,000,000 was gained at an expense of $200,000 
in “bonuses for efficiency.” 

Accepting all such reports at the discount 
which allows for the enthusiasm, necessary and 
desirable in experiments at improvement, it does 
appear that success is in reach of systematic 
attempts to give the efficient man a chance, with- 
out waiting to prove that the “average man” does 
not exist and never will. Taking the average man 
‘for granted as representing 100 per cent of aver- 
age efficiency, the “fair day’s work forafair day’s 
pay,’ demanded for his sake is made to represent 
“10Q per cent efficiency.” To score that much is 
to be efficient enough for all practical purposes. 
To score below 67 per cent of “average efficiency” 
is to stop work. To score 90 per cent of the aver. 
age fair day’s work is to get a bonus of 10 per 
cent above the average fair day’s pay. Actually to 
do the whole 100 per cent of the average fair day’s 
work, is to score 20 per cent above the average fair 
day’s pay. There the mathematical imagination 
seems to halt in reported results. It may be that the 
man who is found making a year’s score of 25 per 
cent above the 100 per cent of average possibility, 
is either discharged as a disturber of the general] 
peace or promoted. to vice-president. Without 
stopping to object because of such theoretical 
difficulties as this, the idea deserves the warrant 
of “sound and kind,” once customary in bills of 
sale, trabsferring the average family horse.

INSANITY CAUSE 


Alienist Declares Frequent Changes 
and Strife Produce Mental 
Derangement.

BERLIN, March 4.—Pr. Rudolph Forster, a well- 
known alienist, is authority for the idea that the 
desire for constant change of costume, the yearn- 
ing for new styles and the constant endeavor for 
diversity in dress are symptoms of insanity. He 
said, in a recent lecture, that hysterical women 
are more given to yearning for new styles than 
are normal ones. 

The woman who will refuse to wéar a dress 
or a hat simply because she has seen another 
woman wearing the same kind of dress or hat, 
unmistakably is mentally deranged, according to 
Dr. Forster. He blames some of these peculiari- 
ties on some who are designing new styles. He 
said it* would be very much better for women if 
all designers of styles were eliminated for one 
year. The women would then have opportunity 
to rest their nerves.and to become normal. This, 
he said, would result in a healthy taking of stock 
by women and it would show them that adorn- 
ment is not aboslutely necessary for personal at- 
tractiveness. They would have a chance to make 
themeslves without using artificial styles. 

Dr. Forster also pointed out that a great deal 
of insanity is due to the daily conversations. He 
said that women are among the greatest suffer- 
ergs in this respect also. They are constantly 
talking about their actual or imaginary ailments, 
or about those of other women, Less conversa- 
tion and more thought and wholesome reading 
he prescribed as good aid toward wholesome life 
and mental well being.

The demand for homes by wag’ 
earners is unprecedented. This is 
due, realty men say, to the fortunes 
that have been sunk in schemes and 
chimerical forms of investments. 

Get-rich-quick concerns, according 
to realty men, are finally proving a 
benefit to real estate. The masses 
are becoming wary of high-sounding 
financial schemes and are placing 
their savings in real estate as the 
safest form of investment. The in- 
dications are that a great deal of the 
money will. find investment in St. 
Louis rea] estate. 

The extent to which the public has 
been victimized by financial sharp- 
ers during the last two years has 
been estimated officially by the Post- 
office Department at $200,000,000. 
‘Many realty’ men believe that this 
huge loss has had an effect. on busi- 
ness conditions, and has acted as a 
deterent to legitimate investment. 
Students ef commercial life have been 
considering the question of speculative 
investment in connection with business 
depression. Wages are higher today 
than they were a few years ago. There 
has been no diminution in the consump- 
tion of commodities, population and com- 
merce have been steadily increasing. The 
banks are OV er te with money, yet 
depression in business has continued. 
Real estate men attribute this to specu- 
lative investment which has been ram- 
pant for several years.

New Skyscraper at Grand and 
Olive Center Will Not In- 
clude the Corner Lot. 








GREAT RISE IN VALUES 





Property Leased at Olive and 
Sarah Streets for Theater 
and Airdome. 





The plans of the skyscraper to be 
erected on the ground of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Dwyer on the south side of Olive street, 
50 feet will not 
include the southwest corner of Grand 
adjoining on 


west of Grand avenue, 


avenue and Olive street, 
the east. 

Thomas Halpin, who owns the corner, 
has refused an offer of $4000 a foot for 
the Olive frontage, has 
fixed its value at $6000 a foot on a 
basis of the Olive stret frontaga a 
figure, aecording to realty 
which has a frontage 
Olive street by 152 
The offer of 


$4000 a foot was made by J. H. Farish 
of Storm & Farish, who represented a 
syndicate which would have improved 
it and the Dwyer ground with a $1,000,- 
000 hotel building. The syndicate which 
has the plans for the Dwyer holding has 
also refused to accede to  Halpin’s 
price. 

Mrs. Dwyer, according to a cable re- 
ceived by her son, John Dwyer, an ar- 
chitect, with offices in the Chemical 
Building, sailed Friday from Paris for 
New York. The sale of her Olive street 
ground, 165x150 feet, to the building 
syndicate ‘will be completed on her re- 
turn this week to St. Louis, ard the 
details and identity of the svndicate 
will be disclosed. 

Announcement Disappointing. 

The nature of the projected improve- 
ment has not been revealed, but it is 
understood that it will cost in addition 
to the site about $750,000. A combina- 
tion hotel and theater or a large office 
building, it is believed, will be erected. 

Announcement that the proposed ‘big 
building will not embrace the corner 
will be a keen disappointment to prop- 
erty holders in this uptown center. The 
consolidation of the two holdings would 
have enhanced the value of hoth, while 
the corner cannot realize, {t Is said, the 
maximum of its possibilities without a 
substantial slice of the inside holding. 

The price Mrs. Dwyer will receive 
for the 165-foot frontage has not been 
made public, but it is said it will vield 
her a generous profit on its purchase 
price of two years ago. 

The rise in realty values at this up- 
town junction during the last five vears 
has been enormous. The northeast 
corner of Grand avenue and Olive, 100x 
140 feet, the site of the eight-story 
Metropolitan Building. a project of the 
realty firm of Storm & Farish, was ac- 
quired five vears agoeunder a 99-year 
lease at 4 per cent on a valuation of 
$2000 a foot for the Olive street frontage, 
while 50 feet adjoining on the north. 
fronting on Grand avenue and included 
in the site of the Metropolitan Building, 
was purchased by these interests from 
Mrs. Elizabeth Dwyer at the same time 
for $75,000, or $1500 a front foot. 

Logical Theater District. 

The southeast corner, having 150 feet 
on Olive street by 190 feet on Grand 
avenue, the site of the Grand Avenue 
Hotel, was leased on the Olive street 
frontage by Storm & Farish interests 
two years ago at 4 per cent on a valu- 
ation of $2000 a front foot. 

Central Grand avenue, by virtue of its 
location, according to George R. Robin- 
son, vice-president of the  Ralston- 
Purina mills, is the logical amusement 
center of the city. As a center for 
theaters downtown St. Louis is ‘too re- 
mote from the _ residential districts.

LONDON REVIEW. 


LONDON, March 4.—With another 
shitting of the focus of financial in- 
terest the money market is once more 
the dominent factor. It is so now 
for a very interesting reason. The 
greatest mystery surrounds the heavy 
shipments of gold which are coming 
from Brazil to this market, in the 
teeth of an exchange rate quite ad- 
verse to London. Some people imag- 
ine that this movement is connected 
with the scheme for artificial Sup- 
port of rubber prices through a “val- 
orization” scheme. 
the Caixa, the Brazilian treasury, is 
opening a London agency to Invest in 
eee securities a portion of its 
£20,000,000 sterling. 

These are conjectures; 
theory is that the gold in the Ca'‘xa, 
having been originally accumulated 
on a very artificial basis, is now bhe- 
ing shipped. out to prevent a smash 
in Brazilian exchange. But whatever 
its cause, the heavy outpour of gold 
from that quarter has entirely 
changed our money market's outlook. 
Except for the uncertainty which ex- 
ists as to the ron! purpose of these 
shipments, a further lowering of the 
Bank of England rate next Thursday 
weuld be certain. As it is, that un- 
certainty may defer such action for 
some time.

Apparently, however, any further 
borrowings on your railway bonds 
would lead to demand by Europe for 
more favorable terms, in recognition 
of the fact that the present great 
ease in money may not be permanent. 

Your railway returns for January 
attracted some adverse comment, but 
their effect was slight, because no 
speculative interest in your stocks 
is outstanding here. Moreover, the 
singular lack of uniformity in the 
tendency of earnings, on the various 
lines reporting, makes it impossible 
for us to accept any of the state- 
ments as a fair mwuide to genéral con- 
ditions. 

Our own markets, though timid, are 
in good shape—largely because of 
eonstant tendency to effect realiza- 
tions as the successive fortnightly 
settlements approach. This keeps the 
general position well in hand. Con- 
sole, English railways and. rubber 
shares are the chief favorites, but 
there is also a large speculative in- 
terest in cog rast enterprises.

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ANCIENT NAME OF 
CARONDELET WAS 
"EMPTY POCKET” 


Birthplace of Early St. Louis 
Woman So Designated in 
Certificate. 





Hidden in an old family Bible, A. J. 
Shores ef 111 St. Louis avenue, Clayton, 
has found the parchment certificate of 
the first communion of his great-great- 
grandmother, Marie Roze Choquet of 
Carondelet. , 

The certificate is dated May 3, 17%4, 
two years before the Declaration of 
Independence, and while St. Louis and 
what is now the State of Missouri were 
in the Province of the Illinois, then un- 
der French dominion and subsequently 
governed as Upper Louisiana. 

The certificate testifies that “Marie 
Roze Choquét, aged 14 years, born in 
Vuide Poche, has made her first com- 





munion in the parish of St. Louis of 
Tilinois, the third of May, 1774.” 

On the margins of the parchment on 
which there is a crude attempt af 
luminatiobn, are engrossed, with P 
and ink, Latin quotations from the 
Psalms. These are “Blessed be the 
name of the Lord through the ages, 
Amen,’ and ‘‘The just man will be re- 
membered forever.’’ 

The name of Father F. G. Bidier, 
parish priest, is written in a fine hand- 
writing in one corner of the certificate. 

‘“Vuide Poche,’’ the place of Marie 
Roze Choquet’s birth, was the name 
playfully given to Carondelet, and sig- 
nifies ‘‘Empty Pocket.” | 

Mrs. Bulalia Shores, mother of A. J. 
Shores, lives on Carondelet avenue, in 
Clayton. She is 7 years old and was 
born in St. Louis County, near Monk’s 
Church. Her father was born jin 5Bt. 
Louis and lived close by Chouteau’s 
pond, the site of which is now in part 
occupied by the Four Courts, the Cup- 
ples block And other buildings on the 
north’ edge of Mill Creek Valley. He 
died about six years ago, at the age of 
97. 

A. J. Shores was discussing the age 
of a deceased member of their family 
when he turned to the old Bible to find 
the date of birth, and found the cer- 
tificate. The’ Bible belongs to Mrs. 
Shores and has been in her family for 


nearly’ a century.

well as its horrors. In the middle of all 
this. devastation stands the facade of an 
obliterated church, and over the en- 
‘trance is poised a delicate piece of 
statuary, a figure of Christ with the 
two Marys, high in the air on a slight 
pedestal, and the earthquake, which has 
squelched a city as yeu would a beetle, 
has not injured one fragile finger of the 
outstretched arm. 

In little ene-horse victorias we started 
through the remains of the city. Al- 
most the only proof that Messina was 
ruined two years ratner than two days 


] ago is that the streets have been en- 


tirely cleared of wreckage. 

As we got further away from the 
water front, where the quake was most 
severe, the ruin became less complete 
and more grotesque in its discrimina- 
tions. Here a whole block was smashed 
te pieces with the exception of a single 
flimsy houge standing self-consciously 
unharmed in its midst. There a house 
had its front wall removed like the 
front of a doll’s house, so that we had 
a perfect sectional view of its interior. 
Again, a house stood with a top-heavy 
superstructure unharmed, while a par- 
ticular room on its ground fleor was 
wrenched out bedily. 


Eccentricities in the Ruins. 


OME of the eccentricities of the 
S quake would have teen comic if 
it had not been for the 16,000 
corpses lying all about us, stil] un- 
found, under the ruins. As we passed 
one block, indeed, we saw a man in a 
black suit sitting hunched up on a 
mound of wreckage that had been his 
house. He had been trying’ to recover 
his -.wife’s corpse ever since the earth- 
quake, and the day, before he had finally 
\feund what was left of the bedy. 

In driving on we came to a whole 
biock of houses that stood apparently 
unharmed, save for paneless windows, 
but which were evidently too dangereus 
to live in. Through the streets between 
all the wreckage swarmed Italians driv- 
irg tiny donkeys to enormous carts. 
Sometimes, instead ef the donkeys there 
were horses with extraordinary feather- 
dusters, two ‘three feet high, sticking 
up from the harness behind their with- 
ers. Some of these carts were laden 
with vegetables and merchandise; oth- 
ers were standing by the curb while 
they wére being filled with twisted 


pieces of iron out of the ruins. 

The people's light-hearted chattering 
did more than anything else to lighten 
the tragedy of the wrecked city and its 
army of 60,000 dead. Now we passed 
the surviving walls of the city, hespital, 
stretching gauntly toward the sky, with 
roofs and floors all vanished. in this 
hospital all the patients had been killed. 

Soon afterward came a church with 
the whole front ripped out and the top 
torn off. The sacred frescoes on the 
wall above the altar stared nakedly out 
into the public street. 

Theater First Rebuilt. 
HEN came less damaged parts of 
a the town, where blackSmiths were 
at work in unharmed smithies and 
jong lines of little shops stretched down 
each side of the streets, interrupted by 
an occasional pile of matchwood and 
plaster as a reminder that this wes still 
Messina. These shops joined in the 
ironies of the earthquake, for they were 
chiefly devoted to the sale of jewelry 
or other luxuries, In the middle of the 
row stooé the new emergency theater in 
all its clapboard glory, the most am- 
bitious effort at reconstruction as yet 
to be seen in the city. The city hall, the 
hospital, the churches were luxurious 
buildings, whose replacement cou!d bide 
its time; but the theater was the im- 
niediate necessity of a Hght hearted 
people who could spare their city but 
vho could not miss their play. 

We drove over a bridge into what had 
been the gardens and orange groves 
outside Messina, and then we came upon 
that part of the temporary city put up 
.by American sailors of eur warships 
with the $1,000,000 congressional appro- 
priation. One thousand nine hundred

Misconstrued Vote, 

“TIT construed the vote of the Demo- 
cratic senators in the Senate this morn- 
ing on the resolution approving the Con- 
stitution of Arizona as giving their sup- 
port to those vagaries, and under that 
impression I promptly tendered my res- 
ignation. The ablest and most conspic- 
uous Democrats who voted that way 
have given me their assurance that they 
did not intend their votes to be so: con-~ 
strued and have made, through Senator 
Bacon, a statement in the open Senate, 
expressly declared that they utterly dis- 
approve them. 

Urged by His Friends. 

“Under these circumstances and at 
their earnest request, as wéll as at your 
own request, supplemented by many 
messages from my friends in Texas and 
some from other states, I have conclud- 
ed to withdraw my‘ resignation. I am 
willing to work to the limit of my 
strength as long as I can serve the pub-

An anonymous letter was received 
yesterday afternoon by Mrs. William 
Schneider, whose 9-year-old_ son, 
Ralph, was mysteriously killed by 
eating rolled oats containing arsenic. 
It was in a feminine hand and signed 
“RB” 

This is the second anonymous com- 
munication Mrs. Schneider has re- 
ceived since her son’s death. The 
first was a postal card, signed “Mrs. 
J... which according to the police 
theory was written to direct suspicion 


.to an innocent person, 


The letter was in a pale blue en- 
velope. It was delivered to Mrs. 
Schneider just after ‘Detectives Joyce 
and Wetzel had left her home, and 
she hurriedly sent her husband to 
call them back, and turned the letter 
The substance of it, 
as he’ remembered, was: 

I met Mrs. J. and during our con- 
versation she mentioned the subject 
of poisoned oats. She referred to the 
death of your son. If you will write 
to me, I will give you more informa- 
tion. 

The address was written in ink, with- 
out Mrs. Schneider’s initial. The letter 
was in lead pencil on white paper. 

Full Text of Note Secret, 

Wetzel and Joyce would not give out 
the full text of the note. The address 
given was 4525 McPherson avenue. This 
is one of the entrances to the Vrooman 
Apartments, and of the apartments 
reached from that entrance are four 
whose occupants have names beginning 
with the letter B. 

They are Dr. J. Burnett, Mr, and Mrs. 


and Jane Burr 

Jane Burr is the pen name of Mrs. 
Rose Punch, author of ‘‘Letters of a Da- 
kota Divorcee.’’ She got a divorce at 
Sioux Falls from Jack Punch, member 
of a conspicuous St. Louis family. 

Postcard Important Clew. 

None of these knew anything about 
the letter nor about the. poisoned 
oats mystery, except jn so far as 
they had read of it in newspapers, 
and detectives who questioned them 
concluded that the letter probably 
was written by the person respons- 
ible for Ralph’s death, with a view 
to annoying Mrs, Schneider. 

The postcard, on. the contrary, is 
an important clew in -the mystery, 
and the handwriting on it is ex- 
pected to become a part of the evi- 
dence, if any person is indicted. It 
was so worded as to cast suspicion 
on a woman who moved away from 
the neighborhood of the Schneider 
home, 3713 Thomas avenue, a year 
before the boy’s death, and who has 
satisfied investigators gf her inno- 
cence. The\handwriting corresponds 
to that of a pupil at the Irving 
School who had figured in the in- 
vestigation. He had trouble with 
Ralph, another pupil at the school.

Louis Disbrow, driver of the Pope- 
Hartford. car entered in the 6500-mile in- 
ternational sweepstakes race at the In- 
dianapolis motor speedway next Memo- 
rial day, May 30, recently visited Indi- 
anapolis to make arrangements for the 
workouts of his big special car now, be- 
ing built at the Disbrow garage at 
Jamaica, Long Island, and told his idea 
of keeping in good physicial condition. 

“Gymnastics won't do a race driver 
much good,’’ said the Pope-Hartford 
pilot, “neither will any specified course 
of exercises. There is one thing alone 
which will make a maf fit to sit behind 
the wheel through a strain of seven 
hours such as the 500-mile race will 
mean. That is taking a daily course of 
hard knocks over the country roads in 
a racing car at a fdirly good rate of 
speed. I have made plans to do this for 
at least thirty days before the race, and 
will be in Indianapolis with my racing 
car and two practice cars by May 1. 

“The practice.cars will be used the 
most, but the big car will be tried 
enough to put it into perfect tune, In 
the practice cars I shail take cross- 
country trips to the cities of the Middle 
West, such as St. Louis, Chicago, Oma- 
ha, Kansas City and others. I shall 
drive 200 or 300 miles daily for several 
days at a stretch, and in that manner 
harden myself so that the 500-mile drive 
will be nothing unusual for nge.”’ 

The speedway management will re- 
quire every driver in the long grind to 
carry a mechanic and will arrange plat- 
forms at mile intervals around the track 
so that cars may run upon them and get 
off the track to make repairs or change 
tires when they: find it necessary to do 
so at points other than at the pits. It 
is probable that all of the cars will 
carry a spare tire or two during the 
race so that the drivers may avzil 
themselvés of the yse of the repair 
pletforms. 

One-third of the required number of 
entries is now in, the last and tenth 
being the Stutz car with Gil Anderson 
named as pilot. This car is made by the 
Stutz Auto Parts Co. of Indianapolis, 
and is a special racing type.

LANSING, Mich., March 4.—That 
State Senator James A. Murtha of De- 
troit, Democratic leader in the Legis- 
lature, is a fermer Brooklyn lawyer 
against whom disbarment proceedings 
were brought in New York several 
years ago for malpractice, and against 
whom a warrant was issued, charging 
him with defrauding a client, was the 
charge made by Gov. Osborn today. 

In order to substantiate his charge 
the Governor produced letters from Po- 
lice Commissioner Cropsey of New York, 
who says he investigated the record of 
Murtha while the latter was a resident 
of Brooklyn and a practicing attorney. 

It is stated that after his difficulties 
Murtha disappeared. His clothing was 
found on the banks of the North River 
and New York papers said he had prob- 
ably drowned himself. 

This action on the part of the Gov- 
ernor was brought about by the fact 
that Murtha, as minority leader, has 
opposed practically all the measures 
that Gov. Osborn has introduced during 
the present session. 

Although Murtha is ill at a hospitai 
in Detroit, he gave out an interview 
tcday in which he defied the Governor, 
said his past life was known to his in- 
timate friends, and that neither Gov.

The Democrats making the fight say 
Tolerton was too active last fall for 
the Republican ticket, and that if: he 
had not taken-&n active interest in 
politics there would be no opposition 
to a liberal appropriation. for his de- 
partment. 

Many game bills arb cduitine in both 
Houses of the General Assembly 
The more important is a bill intro- 
duced by Representative Boyd of Mon- 
roe County, abolishing the section of 
the present law requiring a hunter 
to have a license to hunt in his own 
county. This license now costs $1. 
It was the source of the greater part 
of the revenue which supported, the 
Game Department, including the State 
game farm.

Many dealers who 
ulated on an advance because of-the coronation are ‘appreben 
sive of losses. 

The value of an ermine . pelt depends largely on the sive 
of the black tip of the tail. The black fur is sewed at 
intervals upon the white, and it is the beautiful contrast of 
black upon the white field. which makes ermine the royal fur, 
although sable is much more expensive. 

In making the robes of.the King atid Queen of England, 
the tail tips are not used, the black paws of the astrakhan 
lamb being substituted and attached one to each square inch. 
This distinguishes the royal garments from those of the nobles. 

The peeresses, at the coronation, wear capes of ermine 
with rows of spots, made.of the tails, arranged in accordance 
with the rank of the wearer.

“The trotting horse is more valu- 
uble today than. at any previous 
time in its history,” said Splan tie 
other day. “This is true, in spite of 
the advent of the automobile and 
the anti-horse racing leg.siation. By 
this | mean not that there are a few 
trotters that would bring greater 
prices than ever before, but that all 
“ood trotters are worth more today 
than at any time since the American 
trotting interest was established. 
“The great demand for our trot- 
ters in foreign countries is princi- 
pally respousible for this eondition. 
The American trotter is now con- 
ceded to be the finest in the worid. 
It ‘has taken many years to bring 
ubout this belief on the Continent. 
Our horses have had to win victory 
after victory to impress their su- 
periority on the minds of horsemen 
in Austria, Germany and Russia. In

have been bred for several hundred 
years, while here in America we 
have only been breeding them for 
wbout sixty years. When our horses 
went to Russia to race and won the 
inile heats the Russians promptly 
declared their horses were superior 
for the reason that they were ac- 
customed to race greater distances, 
and it was not until our trotters 
went over there and beat them at 
their own game that they conceded 
our superiority and made the con- 
ditions such that we could not com- 
pete against them. 

“While the Russians have been 
breeding trotters much longer than 
we have, they have never been able 
to produce horses that could com- 
pare with ours in beauty, soundness, 
manners and racing character. The 
American trotter is Supreme. The 
fact that Russians come over here 
and buy large consignments of them 
is sufficient proof of this statement. 

“The Austrians buy large num- 
bers of our trotters. Only last week 
fifty trotters were sold to a wealthy 
Viennese. The Austrians are the 
best horsemen in the world. They 
know our trotters are the best, but 
they don” bar them off the tracks.

In the beginning Brother Jose»vh lived in a 
cabin and assisted Father Damien in the numer- 
ous improvements that were unde'taken, in his 
spare hours making a thorough study of leprosy, 
its origin and development.

He made experi- 
ments that attracted the attention of celebrated 
bacteriolog‘sts, though none will admit that 
leprosy can be cured.

Water has bee. used to 
produce power in many ways, Dut 
never before bas mere buoyancy been 
employed to drive a motor direct. 
Factories can be iocated anywhere 
one can lead enough water to fill a 
large pit. Complicated engines are 
destined to become mere relics of 
man’s inventive blunders, and coal 
is entirely eliminated from :tianufac- 
turing. 

As to the motor—well, it is so 
first man didn’t invent it 
the last. A massive endle 
chain is provided with rigid sections 
the length of which corresponds to 
tangent surfaces on pulleys provided, 
and each section forms ihe rigid back 
or one side of a collapsible air _ re- 
tainer.
